Nature's beautiful jewel 
stones are always well hidden. 
Diamonds are buried in the 
blue rock which fills the vents 
of ancient volcanoes, Tons of 
earth are sifted to find one 
ruby or emerald. Mother Na- 
ture, it seems, likes to play 
hide and seek. But of all her 
hiding places, none is quite so 
clever as the geode. 

Actually, it is a little pocket 
of common rock inside which 
may be .a cluster of crystals 
or semiprecious stones, You 
might mistake it for a pebble, 
step on it or walk right past, 
never guessing its secret. If. 
you picked jt up, you would 
find it to weigh ‘less than it 
s-ovld, This is because a 
keode -js partly or entirely.! 
hollow. In fact, the common 
rock on the outside is merely 
a shell. It may look like a 
pebble of milky white quartz. 
But if you break it open, you’ 
might find that the inside 
walls are lined with glassy!

Pathetic ‘Coup de Grace’ | 


By MURRAY FROMSON 

TIJUANA, Mexico (AP)—In 
1929 Sidney Franklin's mother 
asked him to give up bullfight- 
ing. He agreed. 

On Sunday he kept his prom 
ise 

He made his farewell appear- 
ance as a bullfighter—and it 
was an inglorious end to three 
decades as the best-known US 
matador in the bullrings of 
Spain and Latin America. 

One bull knocked the 56- 
year-old Franklin down in the 
ring at this border city soulh 
of San Diego, Calif. His foot 
was injured. Franklin couldn't 
kill his second bull. A Mexi- 
can bullfighter dispatched it. 

Franklin took to bullfighting 
| while studying art in Mexico. 
It started with a dare. Told 
no American had ever succeed- 
ed before, he said: 

“If you've got guts, you can 
do anything.” 

His career brought him

LONDON (AP)—A US. 
‘Space scientist today disclosed 
plans’ to build a space focket 
| that could hurl passengers 5,- 
500 miles from London to ten 
Angeles in 40 minutes. 

Darrell C. Romick._ of the 
Goodyear Aircraft Corporation 
said company scientists work- 
ing on the rocket have evolved 
a three-stage vehicle about 150 
feet long consisting of a pas- 
senger sampartment and two 
separate boosters.
